The terminal disclaimer filed on Dec.15, 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US patent application publication No. US 2002/0008798, and allowed to issue, has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

The claims 1-12 and 14-17 concerned same embodiment of the invention such 
as the black matrix formed on the insulating substrate having apertures in areas of 
pixels and shaped as a net; and an insulating layer covering the black matrix; and that 
the limitations are covered by the US paten application publication No. US 
2002/0008798 which is allowed pass to issue. Applicant filed Terminal disclaimed for 
the claims.
